The Dyiiamite Plot. 

BCKXES AT nilEMEUIIAVEN AFTEU 'rillC EX- 
PLOSION. 

Tho following pai ticulars respecting 
the dynamite explo.sion iit Breincr- 
haven'are from the " Weiser ZuiUiuL'." 
It appeara thut just btii'uru tlie Mij.sol 
waa about to sail a cart, coiitaiimj^' 
four cases ami a barrel, was beiiij.' mi- 
loaded for Hbipmeat. Suddeul^' a ter- 
rible explosion occurred. The etl'ect 
•Nvas horrible. Tho quay -was then 
thron-^'od with people, partly belong- 
ing to the steamer, panly spectators, 
and partly pnsbonj,'ors who liad re- 
mained there to take a last farewell of 
their friends. An eye Avituess, who 
stood under the gangway of the Moso , 
on hearing the torrilie report, t;aw a 
number of black luni[)H llynig itbout in 
the air, whilst very few of the persons 
on laud remained visible. Appiehend- 
ing a boiler e.\:plosion, ho throw him- 
self flat on deck, where ho received a 
volley of sand, broken glass, fragiufiits 
of flesh, bones, etc. The dovabtaii in 
on board the -Mo.-iol was terriiic. No 
skylight was left; the cabins aft, star- 
board and port, were either crashed in 
or bulged out by the pressure or alto- 
gether smashed; the side plates of the 
ship were burst; the ports with their 
glasses and rivets, forced iii\var>ls, and 
tho whole ship wiis besmcirei,! with 
blood and tstuck over wiih pieces of 
flesh and other human debris. In the 
hold and all parts of tho ship were 
. found arms, legs, and other portions 
of the human frame; thus the lower 
hold received some limbs through tho 
open hatchways. The sides of tho 
hatchway.s were burst by the pros- 
sure,and front of the navigation cabin 
on deck stove in. The whole ship 
was littered with glass shreds, wliicU 
even filled the dishes from tlio steam 
kitchen as they were served to the 
'tween deck or steerage passengers. 
The tug got oti' compurativi.ly 
unhurt, bemg so much more 
below the quay line than the Mosel; 
still the whole of its ileck was destiov- 
ed. The crew eatno oil" wiili a mere 
fright, only the engineers and st jkers 
having been hnrt sii;^'li!l\-, On land, 
where the package had b^'on unloaded, 
a hole had been producoLl from six to 
Beven feet deep. The whcjlo place 
was stres-u with limns slireils ol ilres-i. 
&c. In large n-eking po'ils of hiood 
you mii,'ht see hero an arm, there a 
calf, intestines, mutilated hints, elc. 
Amongst the ino.st herrilile ilelaiU of 
this calarait}' is the fate uf the I'jtmor 
family, who were sefMiiL,' oil' one of 
their sons to California. Tlie father, 
mother, son, ami son-in-law are dead, 
all four; the daughter in law has luid 
her arm, and tier child it-i arm, blown oil'. 
The case whioli exploded hud bson in iho 
care of tlio currier Wi'stinuii, fif IJrcinrn- 
hiivon.aiid was aci'Duiii.uii'Ml on its Wiiy to 
tho 8to:iinor by a .Mr. ruinforile, of wlioiii 
all tracoa have been lost. Tho cart lia.s 
been flhaltered iutu thonsands of fva>^ 
meat*, and the poor horse has had liii' 
lour feet blown off near tho hoofs. Ti'o 
authorahip of the t'jrrilile cutustropho is 
now truced to W. K. Thomas, a )):isseii 
gor of tho Uo.snllo. TIkiimus lias iicknow- 
ledgod that ho was tho owiior of tlus bar- 
rel which exploded, and that lie intonili'd 
to take this barrel on board tho vcssid fi.r 
the purpose of sinkiuK her. Ho aeemn 
panied tho barrel when it was taken to 
tho depot of tUe North German Lloyil 
Company, und 'olil lao p .iters it sIkhiIiI 
bo handled witii can'. It i.i siinpo.snl 
thkt his plan was to lilTin't tlu^ i;.5nitsoii l,y 
means of a olouk work up.tralm, wlncu m 
all probability was to liavu lit^en .si t in 
motion when he arrived in Sunthainpton 
to wliiuh place only he had booked. It 
appears that he miendoii to sail in Iho 
ill fated Doiltschlarid, biitllie a|iparatiis 
for olYecling the ignition was lio com 
pletod in lime. Tho uuiubor of tlio 
viotims iscoQstantly heiug increusvd. 
According to authentic information 
the list of dead and wounded amounts 
to 170 persons. 

Tho scene at tho lio.spiLal deud- 
houso was of tho most liarrowiii.'jf ih.M- 
cription. Tho mutilated romaius lili- 
ed a large basket which four strong 
men could hardly carry. Titers wore 
also ft nuiubor of heads, wlii.'h from 
time to time were inspected by poojile 
looking for frioiuls or ie!alivi;s. .,?djouL 
thirty woiiudoil [lorsons wero in tlio 
hospital; many others wore in i)rivato 
housHB. Nearly every family in the 
little town has suffered severely.

Our IndebtefUiess to Canada. 

Yesterday we took the precaution to 
lay before our readero allthe dispatch- 
es connectea with the financial re- 
lations of this Province with the 
Dominion that wore essential to 
a proper uudorHtanding of the im- 
portant matter dealt with. It was 
fortunate that wo did so. Prefacing 
nn editorial article on the dispatches 
•with the remark that the "correspond- 
ence is too lengthy to bo given in full," 
the Government organ in thia city 
proceeds to mis-state the purport and 
distort the meaning of that corres - 
pondence in a most dishonest manner. 
People do not, we are aware, look for 
Buch a thing aa political consistency 
from the 'Standard;' but when the 

,v large sums of pubUc money paid that 
journal monthly as a Gorernment sub- 

" sidy are borne in mind, they certainly 
have a right to expect reliable iaform- 
ation on such an important subject as 
the financial condition of the Province. 
To withhold information— to refuse to 
give that insight into the working of 
the Government that the country has 
» right to expect is bad enough. But 
to profess to give reliable infornoation 
and then deliberately, with maliee pre- 
penso.preaent to the world an untruth 
is an unpardonable political crime. 
"It is a bad thing to tell a lie; but it 
is worse to be found out in one," 
writes a modern philosopher. Our 
contemporary has both told a false- 
hood and been found out. Now for 
the proof: On the 23d of April last 
this Government applied to the Otta- 
wa Government for an advance of 
$189,500, to discharge liabilities al- 
ready incurred, and for a further sum 
of $250,000 to be expended during the 
year on local improvements. To this 
applicaiion an answer was returned 
that $189,500 would be placed to the 
credit of the Province, but that the 
further sum of $250,000 would not be 
advanced until certificates of the 

Erogresa of the work on the drydock 
ad been first furnished. The 
Columbia Government immediately 
replied that the Dominion Govern- 
ment were in error in supposing that 
the ^;250,000 asked for was intended 
to cover drydock expenditure. The 
Ottawa Government rejoin > 1 that "it 
is immaterial for what purposes the 
■ 'aaid $250,000 are required," 

"Th«t under existing Cii-'-umstinco th» engigc- 
niKUti contncted by tho GuTernmcut of tlio Domin- 
iou rcndtr it Inexpedient to comply »t prtKont with 
tlie requeit of IU« QoTernment of Britith Columbl*. 
more «Bpeci*Uy »• the Council hsre »l"»d5- »«'|«»/- 
iz4d an sdvanea of » Urge lom, to wit, $1S»,N0 to 
British Colnmbii." 

To this rejoinder.a piteous appeal was 
eentby thia Govarnmentto Ottawa for 

linarcial aid — so piteous, indeed, as 
to call to mind the words of the plain- 
tive old song that commences 

■•Pity, kind fientUmin, frUndi of bnmiBlty." 

So urgent were the i eeds of the Gov- 
ernment that they reduced their de- 
mand to $150,000, and the post was 
considered too slow a mode of couvoy- 
anco for the appeal. So it was forward- 
ed to the Secretary of State at Ottawa 
bv telegraph, couched in the following 
terms : —

Four davs after the dispatch of this 
ad misericordiam telegram, the Premier 
of Canada, whose heart seems to have 
been touched by the appeal, telegraph-

If the joy which filled the breasts of 
the Cabinet at James' Bay on receipt 
of this welcome telegram is to bo 
guaged by tho reply of Secretary 
Ash, it must have boen great indeed. 
So beside thomHelrea were they with 
gratification, so carried away with en- 
thusiasm at the uuexpoctod generosity 
^^V j ^r.Mackenzie.that they despatched 
thefoUowing telegram, which breathes 
j^a-atitude in every word, to Ottawa : 

Victoria, 'JOlU October, IBTO. 
Vonr IMf gram recelTOd. GOVEltNMENT TflANK 
YOU rou XOUR tfiOBPX ATTENIION. 

(Signed) John Aih. 

Not a word of remonstrance was rais- 
ed, no objection urged to the money 
being advimcod "OxN ACCOUNT OF 
THE SUBSIDY." Tho telegram of 
Mr. Mackoniio is so clear that "ho 
■who runs may road and understand,' 
and the Ministry "THANK" him for 
it. On the 29th of October this Gov- 
ernment passed a Minute of Council 
accepting tho f!l50,000 and asking 
for $100,000 more on the same terms. Still 
not a syllable or word of objection, and 
meanwhile, the $150,000 had been re- 
ceived and expended subject to the 
condition stated in Mr. Mackenzie's 
tclegra;-^. Wo have shown that that 
tolegiai.. as dated tho 18th of Octo- 
ber. 'Witli I lie official correspondence 
buforo tlKi HoiiMO, and in the bands 
of tho member.^, and with the absolute 
certainty of being ."found out" Btaring 
it in the face.the newspaper published 
in tiiis city in tho interest of tho "Par- 
ly of on tiemon" has tho hardihood 
to publish the following miii-»l«tJB9nt: 



■■iDouT THK nEarKN-iKG of this month 

the Provincial Oovernm-ut received a denpatch from 
thoUomiulonaovernmeBt stilting that the iubsidles 
of the Provtni"0 due In and after July would be rr- 
talned nnttl the $160,000 were repaid. Anything in<"<J 
illegal or more oppremWe than tho whole conduct of 
the Dominion Goveramont in this matter, c»n hardly 
bo lma|tnod, Tho Provincial (iorcrnnient very 
•trongly objected to the Bubaiily beiut' touched." 

Mr. Maokonzie's telegram stating tho 
terms on which the money would be ad- 
vanced was before this Goverument on 
tho 19th of Cotobor. Socrotaiy Ash 
"THANKED " him for the telcgnim on 
tho 20th; tho money was roooived ivud ex- 
pendod before tho lat November; a fresh 
domantl for 8100,000 on tho samo torma 
was made about the same date; and tho 
Govoruinont have the audacity to declare 
that it \. :'3 not until " THE BEGIN- 
NING 01'' THIS MONTH " they wore 
made awaro of tho nature of the aeouriCy 
on which (he money had boon advanced. 

Coinmont on this disgraceful attempt 
to falsify l.ho record is scarcoly iiecea- 
aary; but it soeuis indeed uufortunatd 
tbat at tho very timo wo aro complain- 
ing of unjust treiitmout at tho hands of 
Canada wo should place ourselvus under 
obligations to hor for tho money neces- 
sary to carry out important local 
improvomonts, and that a Govoin- 
ment should be iu oflico bero wLio 
try to repair their lirst error in aouoptiug 
tho money by protending— iu tho faoo of 
ollloial documents tbat provo tho con- 
trary — that they wore not made aware of 
the terms on which tho advance wad 
made until tho "beginning of this 
mouth." Passing on, we come to tho 
last dispatch of this Govoruuiont on tho 
subject. It is dated tho 15tb of Janu- 
ary, and was evidently written to bo laid 
before the Hou-io. Extracts from dis- 
patoli'ia and telegrams on tho subject of 
tho advance aro given; but Mr. Macken- 
zie's (ehgntm (tho moMt important of all) 
is omilted entirely— tho object being to in- 
duce the House and tho country to boliovo 
that it wuH not until the Govornnient had 
received and expended tho money from 
Cnnada that tho full gravity gf tlio situa- 
tion burst upon their comprohensiou. 
Quo of the paragraphs of the Minute we 
reproduce: 

"■riie Coiniiilttce of Council fed assurcil that \vlii>n 
this matti;!- if, i)liu'c,| in ila Ini.i lii.-lit the iini uiistilu- 
tlonal clmractiT of tliu roiuE.^ hUKKfsK'l by tbu Do. 
minion Goverument will bo sui-u, niiil lead to a le- 
cenBldsratlon of tko luultur, Hinl llmt they will nut 
Illegally withhold or interfcrr with tho Bub»idi«s of 
thia Province, whirh courso. If adhi.Ted to, tho Com- 
mittee reapectfuUy Intimato, will be stroniily r<- 
sliked." 

Poor mothsl having burnt their wings, 

they splutter about "strongly resisting " 
tho fate they h;tvo courted when all power 
of "resistance" has lied from thorn. Our 
poor Province in debt to Canada is like 
Samson shorn of his looks.

SECOND PROVINCIAL LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEiiilBLY. 

FJJJST SESSION. 

TLursilay, Jan. 21st, 

Mr. Speaker took the ohair at 2 p.m. 

The Honourable Mr. Walltem movnd, 
That tho corre.spondoiica between tiio 
Dominion and rroviiiciul Govorumonta 
on Indian airnirs, bo iiuinediiitoly tukou 
into cousidei-rttiou, and that thiH Houhq 
do approve of tlio Hettleuiont iniuloof this 
embarrassing quoatiou. In doing so lie 
allnded to the importanco of tho question 
both with regard to the safety of life and 
property of sttlors. Ho contrnstcd tho 
settlement of the Indian question in tho 
Province of Ontario, with that proposed 
for British Coliunbiu, and ss-sortod that 
tho two countrio.s boing so disisimihir tlio 
nrrangomont api)liod to Ontario, couUl 
not possibly become tho syatem hero. 
Ho then traced tho course pursuod b.y 
tho Dominion Governmout, pointing out 
tho propositions mode by them and re- 
fasod by the local administration. Ho 
oi;i)lainod thn im))0:<sibility of apportion- 
ing land to puch Indian family separata- 
ly, and alluded in tonus (jf ])r;ii,s() to tho 
nl)lo report forwarded l]y \ir. Huucan of 
Motlaoathla l>olh to himsoli uud to the 
Minister of tho Interior, stating that 
owing in a great nieasare to that gentle- 
man's valuable information tho present 
basia of BOttlomont had boon arrived at. 
Tho hon. gentleman hero ret;itnd tho 
Boveral claufle.-i which arn oinbraccd in tho 
proposed settlement, .-staling that two 
agents would bo appointed to act us ar- 
bitrators, one paid and selected by tho 
Dominion Oorernment the other by tho 
Ijooal Government and a third jointly 
ronumeratod by both parties. Ho believ- 
ed that tho basis agreed on would result 
satisfactorily and whilLtaoting bonolioial- 
1t to tho Indiana, would rosorvo for set- 
tlement largo tracts uf valuable agricul- 
tnral lands. In conclusion he added that 
the Qovernment desired to take no credit 
to itself for the sottlement of this embar- 
assing question but desired every praise 
to bo accorded to tho energy and ability 
of Mr. Duncan. (Hoar hear.) 

Mr. Vernon took great pleasure in soc- 
conding tho motion bufore tho house, but 
without -wishing to say on-- word in dis- 
paragement of the people of Ontario ho 
could but admit that gentleman who had 
resided for many years in this Proviuco 
and had beoome aoqaainted with Indian 
habits, resorts and requirements woro 
mora fitted to tho suttlcmcut of this vext 
qnestion than th jso living in tho Enstern 
Provinces. Ho would suggest therefore 
that the arbitrators to whom tho question 
it to be referred bo selected from goutlo- 
mea of long residence in British Colum- 
bia. (Hear hear.) 

Mr.Smithe alsoexpresiod himself pleas- 
ed that thoro appeared to bo at la.it a pro- 
spect of the question being settled. 
Ho alluded to tho ('ommitteo of last ses- 
sion and was glad to ai'o that their ofTorti 
bad not been futile. Ho could only hope 
that the arrangement agreed on by tho 
two Governments would meet with tho 
approbation of the House without a dis- 
senting voice. 

Dr. Tolmio expressed groat satisfaction 
that tho Indian question was so near a 
settlement. Ho endorsed what the Prom- 
ior had said about Mr. Duncan, whoso in- 
flaence over the Indians, ho added, had 
been much increased by bis having been 
a Magistrate, backed by the power of 
gunboats. No man could havo much 
power over wild Indians unless armod 
with authority. The hon. gentleman 
then detailed his knowledge (if Indian 
nations, and jxjintoti out several in)por- 
tont features which would evolve in tho 
proposed settlement. He advised a 
speedy arrangement, especially with tho 
Cowichan Indiana, for i easons which the 
hon. senior member for that District 
would well understand. 

Tho hon, tho LiMidcr of tho Gov- 
ernment alluding to tho remarks 
of the. Bocondor of tho resolution, 
congratulated him on the suggestion 
thrown out, — that both agents to act ax 
arbitrators, bo soloetod from residents of 
this Province. Ho would bii luost h.-ippy 
to embody tlio proposition in tho resolu- 
tion before tlu! House. Tho (jnestion was 
then put, anil tho resolution, with tho sug- 
gestion made by Mr. Vornon attached, 
passed unanimously. 

COUNTY COURTS BILL. 

Hon. tho Preinior moved tho second 
reading of this JJill wln<"h amends and 
consolidates tho Acts relating to proce- 
dure of our Oounty Courts. Tho bill, 
which is neoessarily of groat lougth, com- 
prising' upwards of 200 clauses, provides 
for a re-districting of the Provinoe.divid- 
ing it into six districts, viz:— Vanoouvor 
Island, including this and rvdjacent islands 
and Queen Charlotte Islanil ; Now West- 
minster, including tho fdoetoral district of 
the city and district bearing that narao; 
Kooteuay, Yule and Cariboo, each includ- 
ing tho country onbraced in tho renpectivo 
doctoral districts known as such; and tho 
the Cassiar district, including tlial part 
of tho Province Ij-.iinilc-d on l ho north by 
tho 00th parallid of noi tii l-ititade'.fin. tho 
eait liy tho llJItJi nieriilian, on tijo vtvtA 
by .\luska tenilory and i'acilic noivin,and 
on tho south by the 51th parallel of north 
latitude. The hon, n:ovor alluded to the 
existing difficulties with regard to our 
County Courts laws and intimated that 
tho bill before the Hon . o would do away 
with many hardshi])s wli ieli romota dis- 
tricts had been placi'il u'.ider in tho work- 
ing of the present Acts, Roijtenny and 
Cassiar would bo ))rovidoil for, and every 
arrangement possible would bo made for 
utilizing tho services of tho Judges ap- 

Eointed. Tho bill before tlio House liad 
eon introduced last session, but owing to 
tho Law Hociety not having nu t and re- 
ported on it, its passage had beou delay- 
ed. 

Mr. Humphroys said tho bill was one 
of groat importance and ho was surjjri.ied 
to hoar tho leader of the (fovorumont say 
that it had not passed Inat year because 
the Law Society had not met and report- 
ed. H* v«i BOt »v»r« that it WM noooa- 



S&ty to iogiailte 'ein'tlils question to suit 
the requirements of a la\r or any other 
society. Whilst tho Act placed before 
thorn comprised all that was embraced in 
tho bill of last sossiou, it also contained 
fresh matter. Ho had read portions of it, 
but would Ventura to state that thoro 
wero not six hon. members of tho IIouso 
who thoroughly understood it (hear, 
hear) , He pointed out that in several 
instances the bill did not do juBtioe to 
tho Mainland and required - Tarioiis 
amondmouts. Ho did not wish to be un- 
derstood as attacking tho bill, but moroly 
culled attoulion to those facta in ordar 
that they might be romodiod in tho bill. 
He would ask tho loader of the Gpvern- 
ment to postpone its second reading, at 
leost, a week (hear, hear). If allowed to 
pass now the spirit of the bill waa actual- 
ly assented to. 

Hon. the Premier would be happy to 
waive a aeooDd reading until Tuesday 
next. 

Mr.Fisheralao expressed a dosira to post- 
pone consideration of tho bill until hon, 
members had time to study its loading 
features. 

Mr. Sraitho explained that by taking 
lip tho bill clanso by clause at onco no 
harm could onsuo, as tho length of tho 
bill would neoessarily oooupy some time; 
and when in committee, if any clause 
were net well understood, the House could 
rise, report progress and ask loavo to set 
again, being thus enabled to arrive at the 
true maaning of the clause in question. 

After further discussion tho bill was 
postponed until Tuesday next.

Halifax, N. S., Doc. 31.— At tho 
Cbainbor of CoimuGrco nioetiug to-day 
some discussion arose relating to the 
system of .foreign nations granting 
bounties or drawbacks on the expor- 
tation of manufactured articles to the 
Domiuion, and a resolution was pass- 
od ur^iii;^' upon Uio Government tho 
advisability of piia.siu^' uu Act of Par- 
liament giving tlio Governor-General 
iu Council power to add additional 
duty to such articles equal to the 
bounty or drawback. Tho deprosfgion 
in tho Novu Soctia coal trade was talk- 
ed of, sonio luoinbcrs wanting a duty 
of 50 per cent p'n- ton to bo placed on 
coal, but tho idea that the Wostern 
Proviuces would look for a duty on 
flour if coal was taxed, prevailed, aud 
a bald rosolutiou passed that tlioruiu- 
ous state of tho coal trade of Nova 
Scotia doiuauds tho serious attoution 
of tho Dominion Legislature, 

Ottawa, Jan. 1. — Agont-Genoral 
Jenkins recently addressed a lengthy 
official despatch to tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment, suggesting rules for tho 
guidance of tho dciiartmonts trans- 
acting business with his oHico in Lon- 
don. He expressed a hope that with 
careful attention they would finally 
bo enabled to cetnfovni to his ideas of 
condiuding business. lie furtlier siig 
gcsted that inste:ul of tlio accounts 
being audited in Ottawa, two reispon- 
eiblo ptirties bhoiikl be apnointed to 
perform that duty iu Loudon. The 
matter was subsequonlly considorod 
by tue Cabinet and a minute in Coun- 
cil passed assert in;,' that as tbooxpon- 
(lituro in conii"ctioii wit'i tjio Agorit- 
Cicneral's ofiice li.nd grijatiy increased 
during the past yt!ar without a corre- 
sponding increase in results, it is iu 
the interests of Canada that that office 
bo abolished.

So he exjilained 
his situation to his blood thirsty ad- 
versary and begged that, in order to 
get through with their little affair as 
speedily as possible, tliev should go 
to his (Rossi's) rooms at the hotel and 
quietly slioot at one another theio 
Tho proposition having been accecled 
to, they went to Rossi's rooms aud had 
just placed themselves at either end 
of the saloon in order to e.Kchange three 
shots, when the innkeeper, over anxi- 
ous as to his guest's health and hours, 
knocked at the door (wliicli ho found 
locked) aud askeel in an anxious voice 
if Monsieur was ill, as his light burn- 
ed so unusally late. 

'No,' replied Rossi, 'I am going to 
bed, thanks; good night!' 

'Youar. tlt.'ceiving me,' porsistoel 
his aii.xious keeper, perhaps enlighten- 
ed an to tiio scene in the theatre. 'You 
aro certainly ill.' 

'Go to bed,' replied Rossi; 'I am 
putting out my light' — and iu a lower 
tone he added to his antagonist, 'This 
is tho only way out of it; blow out the 
candles.' 

' What ! are wo to fight with pistols 
in tho dark.' 

'Not quite; we will each smoke a 
cigarette, and that will serve to guide 
our aim.' 

'All rigid.' 

And so tho famous duel was fougiil, 
in which Rossi again had the good 
luck to wound his adversary sligULly; 
bill tlio poor actor's troubles were not, 
at an end. Tiie report of the [)i-'tol 
aroused the wliob) neighboj'liooil , and 
whihit the wounded niim was beimr 
cared for, Rossi was led off to iho 
jug* lie palx, where, with his eyes fixed 
on his watch, he listened to tb-; judge, 
who fold him, at length, that ho de^ 
pL-rved livo years iu prison, if not of 
hard labor, and as seven o'clock sti-iicl; 
'ho was to leavi; ior Alilaii Iiy the 6 
o'clock train) Rossi groaned aloud. 

'Now,' said the judge, suddenly 
clianging his voico, 'the law has said 
all it has to say, and tho friend may 
speak. I was at the theatre iu'-t night. 
Veil wero quito ligiit to p'lnish thai
